All true sportsmen of the Colony 
will regret the continued breach 
between the Hongkong Football 
Axsxociation and the Chinese clubs.

It is-one-of the ever- 
lasting questionxy, and woman's 
answer to it is n Monna ‘Lisa 
famile, which may be interpreted 
as acquiescence or scorn, just as 
you please. : 

History tells oof niany famous 
women to whom love apparently 
meant taking all and giving no- 
thing in rettrn. Whatever stood 
between them and the man from 
whom they desired worship, they 
destroyed it. 

They were ready to pull) him 
down from hia high place, alienate 
him from his friends, heap scorn 
on his wife and exatrange him from 
his children. They have not 
hesitated to sacrifice to their ends 
the lives of their 6wn admirers and 
even the very honour of — their 
country.

DEFENCE POINTER. 


Mr. Eldon Potter, K.C., re- 
marked that “no sane Captain 
would eross this fairway in a 
fog.” when he continued — his 
address in’ the consolidated 
actions brought by the China 
Navigation Company and the 
Nippon Yusen Kuisha against 
each other in the Supreme Court 
this morning. 

This case, which ig being heard 
in Admiralty Jurisdiction, before 
the Chief Justice (Str Joseph 
Kemp) and the Harbour Master 
(Hon. Commander G.-F. Hole, 
R.N., Retired) us Assessor, ia one 
ariaing out of a collision off Kow.

Maru. = a 

The China Navigation Company, 
owners of the Kiangsu. elaim 
$40,000 damages from the N.Y.K., 
while the satter are claiming for 
$40,654 damages against the China 
Navigation Company. 

Mr, Potter, together with Mr, 
B.C. Jenkin, K. Cin for the 
China Navigation Company, while 
Mr. H. G. Sheldon is fer the 
NLY.K. 

Effect of Anchors, 

Mr, Votter reminded the Court 
that when they adjourned yester 
day. they were discussing the 
weight and effect of anchors, anc 
pointed out that the effect of an 
anchor being dropped was almost 
immedinte on the motion of the 
ship, He submitted that if 
two anthora of the Tokookhu Maru 
had cheen dropped. the vollision 
would never have occurred, 

Counsel went on le emphanive 
that Capt, Thilebic haew as pre: 
cisely as it was possible te knew, 
without taking the exact position, 
where he was. as he was about in 
the middle of the fairway in which 
he knew it was the duty of both 
inward and oulward-Lound ships 
to keep to the astarbonrd side. 
The captain of a ship was. in law, 
entitled to assume that the other 
captain would obey the rule of the 
road. 

In addition, Capt, Hilche knew 

. that there was no other ship behind 
him or in front of him on the 
starboard side, and he was only 
concerned with the one cutward- 
dound vensel, the Tokooka Maru. 

Also, being in the fairway, he 
could never anticipate that he 
would find an outward-boumd ship 
on the northern side of the fair. 
way, where he eventually found 
the Tokoon Maru. He was not 
bound, in law, to anticipate such 
a Manoeuvre. 

The Only Conclusion. 

Counsel went on to say that the 
Kinngsu hed a following current, 
and he submitted, as n matter of 
seamaoship, that it was essential 
for Capt, Ritchie tu heey proper 
and effective steerage way on his 
ship so that he might kee} to his 
ewn course and prevent his ship 
drifting into the course of an out- 
ward-bound ship. 

He wonld submit on the evid- 
ence that the only conclusion to 
which Capt. Ritchie could come 
was that the ether ahip was out- 
ward-bound, He heard a fox 
signal from the Japanese boat at 
7.46, und, having heard that signal 
on tis port bow, he came to the 
only conelusion to which he coule 
vome.

GOVT. POLICY ON 
‘BURMA. 


DELEGATES NOW" 
SATISFIED. 


London, fee. 16. 

In committee of the Burnui Con- 
ference, Lord Peel, presiding, said 
his statement on Friday was in- 
tended to define for their guidante 
a field of useful discussion. The 
object of the Conference was to 
frame a Constitution embodying 
responsible government at the cen- 
tre as well as in provincial matters, 
aubject to reservations and safe- 
guards, They should consider the 
virtue of compromise in arriving 
at a settlement along these lines. 

Lord Lothian said the view held 
by the Government, as expressed 
by Lord Peel, was that the princi- 
vie -ef the declaration of. January 
18th applied to the future ‘Consti- 
tution of Burma. 

U Bn Pe, who raised the ques- 
tion, expressed antisfaction, and 
the three Burma delegates who, 1a 
protest, had abstained fram the 
discussions, have resumed im ac-

Arab bands, who 
swept out of the desert on their quest 
for black ivory and comely female 
motives, never failed to call upon the 
Ubangis, for the women of the tribe 
were noted for their boauty.

INDIA, OLD AND NEW. 


COLONEL SKINNER'S TALK 
TO SERVICE MEN.. 


At the Sailors’ and_ Soldiers’ 
Home last night, Col. R. B. Skinnar, 
O.B.E., -delivercd an interesting 
lecture on “An Oficer’s Experience 
in India.” The Rev. Mr. Tribbeck 
presided, and briefly introduced 
the speaker, who, he sald, needed 
no introduction as he was one of 
those interested In the Home. 


‘Col. Skinner said that he went 
out to India with three other 
youngsters in the year 1899, first 
landing at Bombay. Two of them 
were ordered to a frontier atution 
by the name of Kohat. All: the 
time they were impressed by 
people to be careful of the sun, 
and troops arriving in India were 
specially warned to keep their 
helmets on when looking out of 
trains, The journey te Kohat 
took three nights and two days by 
train and after that they had a 
28 mile road trip by tonga, which 
wna a kind of mule-drawn cart. 


were received 
very hospitably and made the 
acquaintance of> réal soldiers, 
men who had been on the frontier 
for a long time. After Kohat they 
were ordered to Fort Lockhart, 
and after a two months stay there 
to Parachinar. The speaker went 
on to describe his stay in Para- 
chinar, and the other stations 
where he was ordered before go- 
ing on leave to Kashmir after four 
years on the frontier, 


In Kohat they 


After his return from leave he 
went to Peshawar, Dayahal and 
Simla and then to Bannu, from 
which last place he went to serve 
In Africa during the war. 


Progress. 


On his return from the war, he 
Was ordered to Quetta and finally 
went back again to, Kohat, thus 
beginning and ending his frontier 
life there, But the difference was 
remarkable. When: he firat went 
to Kohat there were no roads, but 
when he left it there were motor 
roads, bridges and telephones, 

The climate, said the speaker, 
was extreme. In winter it went 
down to freezing point, but in 
summer the temperature in the 
shade waa sometimes about -125 
degrees, 

Col, Skinner paid a great tribute 
tu the work done by the medical 
missionaries on the frontier, for 
it was through them that Chris- 
Uanity got a hold there. He men-

the Bible placed by the side of the 
Koren in a mosque, showing the 
fuirness of the people towards 
religion, 

In conclusion, the : 
that lately India bad come very 
mach into the limelight with 
Gandhi's visit to England and the 
iasues which depended thereon; 
but he was of the opinion that the 
real trouble in India was between 
the Mohammedans and the Hindus, 
and it remained with the Indlans 
to work out their own salvation 
by keeping the peace among them- 
selves. They,. like the British 
Government, were only working 
towards a unified India,
